Folia lanceolata vel lineari-lanceolata elongata 1.5-5 cm longa 
2-5 mm lata supra lucidula margine inferiore ciliata, folia inferiora saepe ad 
basin longe attenuata. Pedicelli calycesque dense glanduloso-pilosi. Sepala 
oblonga 5-7 mm longa apice subobtusa. Capsulae longe exsertae 7-12 mm 
longae. Semina 0.7-0.9 mm longa tuberculata.
